MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 21

Chapter 337 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 2008.  If that termination 30 

provision takes effect, Section 1 of this Act shall be abrogated and of no further force 31 

and effect.  This Act may not be interpreted to have any effect on that termination 32 

provision. 33 
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 SECTION 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, subject to the provisions 1 

of Section 3 of this Act, this Act shall take effect October 1, 2012. 2
